Strikebreaker Is Back-Stabber, 
Heywood Broun, Columnist Says 


“If 1 owned a business here I 
|would be down on the picket line 
with a placard urging the employers 
to comply with the demands of the 
workers. The success of your store 
depends upon the purchasing power 
of the people of the city. Just out | 
of self-respect you can’t atford to 
have the men lose.” 

This is what Heywood Broun, fa-| 
mous columnist, told the head of a 
mercantile house in Toledo during} 
the recent strike at the <Auto-Lite! 
plant. ‘Broun was vitrolic in his de- 
nunciation of the strikebreaker and 
“scab” in one of his syndical edi-| 
torials appearing in the Scripps-| 
Howard newspapers recently. Part | 
of it follows: 

Palpably the strikebreaker is a} 
anti-social member of the commu- 
nity. As a rule he has no political 
or economic philosophy whatsoever, 
but in any case in which he became 
articulate he would be forced by the 
logic of the circumstances to assert 
that his temporary gain should be 
protected even at the expense of! 
calamity among the many. Certainly 
whenever a strike is broken the city 


or town, as a whole, is worse off 

fhan it was before. Men and women 

are added to the list of unemployed} 
and there will be an inevitable | 
tendency to worse wages and work- 
ing conditions all along the line. 

Holds Good in San Francisco 

I think the same theory holds 
good in San Francisco. The guards- 
men and the police are supported by 
the taxpayers, who wiil be assessed 
in order to win a victory for the 
owners of steamship lines and theie-,| 
by lower the general standard of liv- 
ing and the general prosperity of all 
concerned, with the exception of a 
few owners engaged in the industry 
now under fire. 

I even doubt whether the immedi- 
ate employers gain much from suc-| 
cess in breaking a strike. Any such 
result must be among the most} 
Pyrrhic of victories. Strikebreakers 
are expensive, inefficient and unreli-| 
able.

When the advocacy for moratoriums to Europe for war) 
debts owed the United States, as well as reconstruction loans, 
became so insistent, during the closing year of the past ad- 
ministration, it was generally understood that the principal 
reason for it was the difficulty private money lenders were 
having in collecting loans made in various countries in 
Europe. Their idea was then that if the United States gov- 
ernment did not press its claims for payments on war debts, 
when they came due, it would be much easier to collect their 
private loans. 


Some of them did collect but many more did not and now 
the moratoriums, which originally were intended to apply 
only to governments and whose ultimate purpose it was 
plainly apparent was to pave the way for repudiation of the 
enormous war debts owed the United States, are being 
applied to the private creditors, many of whom are Amer- 
icans, and who now wish they had never suggested or advo- 
cated moratoriums by our government in the first place. 


The reason is very plain. Instead of starting the stampede 
to pay the money lenders, who had made private loans, the 
debtors in Europe, both private and government, began to 
figure on going one step further and pave the way for re- 
pudiating the private, as well as public debts that were owed 
to what seems to be looked on over there as the Shylocks of 
America and other countries. 


Germany is declaring a moratorium on creditors, and is 
telling them they must wait. The next step will be to do 
as so many of the countries of Europe has done to the United 
States government. First they asked and got the mora- 
torium. Then they paid tokens and now they refuse to pay 
anything. They say they cannot. The truth is they do not 
want to pay any more and it is beginning to look as if they 
have reached the same conclusion regarding other debts owed 
abroad. The easiest way is to repudiate these debts entirely 
and that seems to be what they are proceeding to do. 

In the meantime some of the money lenders, who would 
not advance any money on building projects or on business 
ventures a few years ago, unless the work was done open 
shop at reduced wages and all that, but who loaned money 
abroad instead, now seem to be getting in line to pay for their 
folly. They thought they would be smart and let the Amer- 
ican people be stung for what Europe owed for war debts, 
so they could get theirs. Now the very plan they advocated 
then is getting them now. 


How to secure enforcement of the Recovery Act, particu- 
larly the labor provisions, which untimately might end unem- 
ployment, is the leading question of the hour. That the pres- 
ent set-up in Congress is not willing to force the issue to a 
definite conclusion is painfully evident. It is equally evident 
that many officials entrusted with enforcing these labor pro- 
visions are not in sympathy with them, hence what chance is 
there of having them faithfully enforced? About the only 
way to accomplish this is to get enough of a new set-up in. 
Congress and on the Recovery Act enforcement boards to 
go the whole way with President Roosevelt and thus make 
possible the success of his recovery program. 


Is it not high time that we, in our state and in the nation, 
began to give serious attention to the problem of providing | 
the graduating classes of our schools and colleges with an 
opportunity to become useful and productive units of citizen- 
ship in such lines of worthy human endeavor as they have 
been spending so many years to prepare themselves for? If 
they are to become good and useful citizens they must be 
provided with an opportunity to function as such. This they 
cannot do if they are forced into the army of the unemployed, 
against their will, because they have no one who has prepared 
a berth for them or because they are unable or unwilling to 
be so cruel as to elbow some aging and faltering fellow 
human being aside. 


The only way in which it is possible for the Recovery 
Act to end unemployment is to supplement it by a sufficient 
shortening of the workday to absorb the entire army of | 
unemployed. Since the present Congress has fallen down so. 
woefully on collective bargaining, outlawing of company) 
unions and establishing shorter work weeks in all industries | 
the logical move for the people to take is to elect a House of 
Representatives next November, which is so made up that it 
will have the required stamina to enact this most necessary | 
of all legislation.

The verdict was the result of the 
| first criminal prosecution here under 
|the national industrial recovery act 
ja drive against NRA violators. 
| The case was also important be- 
|cause it brought the first ruling on 
|the constitutionality of recovery 
|legislation in this district, Judge 
|George A. Welsh found the emerg- 
| ency laws ‘constitutionally sound.” 

Evidence that Sley, in the face of 
code requirements of $15 minimum 
salary and a 54-hour maximum work 
week, paid his employes as low as 
$9 and forced them to work up to 
88 hours, went uncontradicted at the 
trial. 

A jury of nine men and three 
women was closeted for more than 
two hours before deciding the chief 


point in dispute—that Sley was re- 
sponsible for the code violations 
even though he did not sign the 
code, 

Sley was convicted of 74 specific 
violations, each count carrying a 
|maximum fine of $500. Under the 


law he could be fined the full $37,- 
000 and the corporation a_ like 
amount. 

Elwood Kieser, chairman of the 
code administration agency for Phila- 


delphia county, which instigated the 


prosecution, related how Sley “in a

Unfair Labor Practices Banned 
Of course the declaration that 
workers have the legal right to or- 
ganize in groups for collective bar- 
gaining is merely a theory of em- 
ployers are permitted to use various 
devices to prevent the enjoyment of 
; this right. These devices are well 
|known. The text of the Wagner bill 
lealled them “unfair” labor practices 
}grouped them in six classes and pro- 
| hibited employers from using any o! 
them in their relations with their 
; employes. 
| Interference with Right to Organize 


; The first unfair labor practice 
| which the bill made illegal is inter- 


| ference with the right of the workers 
to organize. ‘The act prohibited em- 
ployers from attempting “by inter- 
ference, influence, restraint, favor, 


| coercion, or lockout, or by any other 
|means,”’ to impair the right to or- 
| ganize guaranteed in the policy de- 
| claration of the measure. 

| Recognition of Labor Representa- 
| tives 

| The second unfair labor practice 
jis the refusal of employers to deal 


| with the duly chosen agents of their 
;employes in the adjustment of con- 
|troversies, ‘The act made it illegal 
for an employer “to refuse to recog- 
{nize and/or deal with representa- 
| tives of his employes, to exert every 
j reasonable effort to make and main- 
tain agreements with such represen- 
| tatives concerning wages hours and 


|other conditions. of employment.”' 
| Company Unions 

The third and fourth unfair la- 
;} bor practices concerned the promo- 
{tion of the notorious corporation- 
|financed company union The act 
made it illegal for employers, o1 
janyone acting in their interest 


directly or indirectly, “to initiate, 
| participate in, supervise, or influence 
|the formation, constitution, by-laws, 
other governing rules, operations, 
| policies, or elections of any labor 
organizations,” or “to contribute 
| financial or other material support 
|to any labor organization, by com- 
|pensating anyone for services per- 
|formed in behalf of any labor or- 
| ganization, or by any other means 
| whatsoever.” 

Abrogation of Illegal Contracts 

The fifth unfair labor practice con- 
sidered proper notice to employes 
that contracts contrary to the pro- 
| visions of the act were annulled. The 
act prohibited employers from failing 
;to notify employes that “any term 
;of a contract or agreement of any 
kind which conflicts with the pro- 
visions of this act is hereby abro- 
gated, and every employer who is 
a party to euch jyeontract or agree-

employes by approprite action.” 
Discrimination 


The sixth unfair labor practice is| 
| the use of discrimination relative to | 
members of labor organizations. The} 
}act made it illegal for employers “to | 
|engage in any discriminatory prac- | 
| tice as to wage or hour differentials, 
| advancement, demotion, hire, tenure 
,Of employment, reinstatement, or 
any other condition of employment, 
'which encourages membership or 
| non-membership in any labor organ- 
| ization.” 

Labor Contracts Protected 


In order to protect contracts be- 
{tween certain groups of workers and 
/employers the bill provided that 
“where a contract of agreement of | 
jany kind is or shall be in force be- 
; tween an employer and a group of | 
employes, the provisions of such 
contract or agreement regarding con- 
ditions of employment shall not,” be-| 
cause of anything contained in the 
“compel an employer to observe} 
similar conditions of employment in 
ibis relations with all his  em- 
| ployes.” 

Legality of Union Shop Affirmed 
There was also a provision which 
;Made legal contracts by which em- 
jloyers agree to employ exclusively 
members of specific labor organiza- | 
|tions. This provision deciared “that | 
nothing in this Act shall preclude an 
;employer and a labor organization 
jfrom agreeing that a person 
‘ing employment shall be 
jas a condition of employment, to! 
|join such labor organization, if no 
attempt is made to influence such} 
labor organization by any unfair 
labor practice, if such labor organ- | 
ization is composed of at least a 
majority of such employers’ em- 
ployes, and if the said agreement | 
does not cover a period in excess | 
of one year.” |

Practices Must End 


But no sooner was the law passed | 
than antiunion employers sought by 
various schemes to nullify the spirit 


of the law and accentuate the eco- 
nomic slavery which the law was 
designed to end.

lation was therefore imperative to 
banish all uncertainty regarding the 
\labor section of the act. | 
Liberty Is at Stake } 
The Wagner bill was sound. It 
was reasonable. It was thoroughly 
American. It did not violate’ the 
constitution. It reflected in econ. | 
omics the thought which ‘Thomas 
Jefferson had when he declared in 
| the Declaration of Independence that | 
the right to “life, liberty and the | 
pursuit of happiness” is the  irre- 
vokable endowment of all men. 
Congress should have enacted it 
into the statute law of the United 
States instead ow yielding to the 
pressure of bourbon employers 
Whose conception of labor relations 
harks back to the time when work- 
ers were slaves by law, driven to 
their tasks by the overseers’ lash 
and chained to their jobs by fear 
of the bloodhounds’ teeth.
